ORDER 

New Delhi, the 23id June, 1995 

S.O. 570tE).—Where as Ihe CeiUral Government 
is of the opinion that it is neccs.sarv and expedient so 
to do, for maintaining the supply of newsprint for 
securing equitable distribution at market prices of 
newsprint as essential commodity, to small and 
medium newspapers in the country whose requirement 
IS 200 MT or less of newsprint per annum, 

Now, iherctorc, in exercise of ihe powers conferred 
by Section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 
(10 of 1955), and without prejudice to the Newsprint 
(.'ontiol Order, 1962, the Central Government hereby 
makes the following order namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement ;— 

(1) This Order may be called the Newsprint 
Regulation of Production and Distribution) 
Order, 1995. 

(2) It shall come inio force at once. 

2. Delinitioiis ;—In this Order unless the context 
otherwise requires :— 

(a) “Controller" means an Officer of the Central 
Government duly appointed as such by 
Notification in the Offici.il Gaiietie, 

fb) “Manufacturer" means manufacturer of 
Newsprint registered under Schedule 1 of 
(he Newsprint Control Order, 1962. 

(c) Newsprint means paper used for printing 
and pubheation oi ncvvspapcis|periodicals 
and shall include iKld size newsprint and 
glazed newsprint produced indigenously by 
any scheduled mill and certified to be as 
such by the controller, 

(d) “Qu.autity" means quantity of weight. 

(e) “sale price" means the price exclusive of 
freight, Central Sales Tax and local taxes 
on newsprint, 

(f) “retail sale price" meuns the maximum 
price at which newsprint may be sold to the 
consumers, inclusive of all taxe.«, transport 
charges and other dues. 
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3. Regulation of production and distribution of 
newsprint :—The total requiremcMit of the smgll and 
medium newspapers whose annual requirment is 200 
MT or less, comes to over 1,2 lakh MT per annum 
which works out to l()^000 MT per month and loughly 
1;3 of the total newsprint production. As such, all 
I he mills listed in Schedule I to Ncvvsprint Control 
Order, 1962, as amended from time to time, arc 
required to earmark 113 of their annual production to 
meet this demand on pro-rata basis. The annual rc- 
quiicmcnt of the small and medium newspapers w^ill 
be determined by the Registrar of Newspapers for 
India. These Newspapers would lift the stocks from 
ttny of the scheduled newsprint mills in 12 equal 
monthly instalments. In case any newspaper defaults 
in lifting its stock for a particular month, its entitle¬ 
ment for that particular month will lapse. The newsprnit 
mills will be free to dispose olf the lapsed stock. 

4. Maintenance and production of accounts ctc.~ 
Every manufacturer shall keep such books, accounts 
and other records with regard to the production and 
sale of newsprint as the Central Government may 
require. They shall also furmish to the Central Govern¬ 


ment a statemeni of the total newsprint produced anti 
sold by Them to small and medium newspapers as 
determined by the Registrar of Newspaperi? for India. 

5. Inspection of accounts anti furnishing of re¬ 
turns :—Each manufacturer and I or person employed 
by him in connection with the production and sale of 
newsprint shall, on being required so to do by the 
Central Government and within such period as may be 
allow'ed in this behalf : 

(a) produce and make available for inspection, 
such books, accounts records or oilier docu¬ 
ments and 

fb) furnish such returns and other information 
relating to the business as may be specified 
by the Central Government. 

6 . T>elegations ;—All or any of the powers exer¬ 
cisable by the Central GovernmenL under this Order 
shall be exercisable also by the Controller.
